French Chamber Makes _ 

But Slow Progress With 
Economy-Taxation Bill 


Puri*, Feb. 13—Thn*e full 
weeks ngo the Poineare Govern¬ 
ment introduced in Parliament 
the fiscal measure* fur economy 
and additional taxation intended, 
to balance the French budget 
and improve the situation of the 
franc in the world’a exchang- 
market. 

The bill contains 109 articles 
and the Chamber this morning 
began the discussion of Article 
3. The entire work accomplish 
ed by the Parliament in three 
weeks was confined to voting 
the first two articles. 

The present Parliament must ad¬ 
journ for the g*n«ral election by the 
first week in May, lbs roandalss of 


the members expiring May 31. Rys- 
tematlr obstruction by ths opposi¬ 
tion has made the Government'* pro- 
gres* *o slow that unless radically 
different method* are adopted the 
election will he held and a new 
Chamber chosen before the meas¬ 
ure* are passed 
PROCEDURE DISCUSSED 
The Cabinet met this morning, 
presided over by M. Poincare, and la 
understood to have discuoeed mean* 
for foiling the manoeuvres of tha 
opposition and to speed up the pro¬ 
gress of the measures In the Cham¬ 
ber. Close follower* of the Govern¬ 
ment say the advisability was dis¬ 
cussed of the Premier demanding 
that the Chamber Immediately pas* 
the remaining 10€ articles en bloc 
after Article 5 ha* been voted, makv* 
Ing It a question of confidence and 
placing upon Parliament the respon¬ 
sibility of either adopting the meas¬ 
ure* or overthrowing ibe Govern¬ 
ment.

Probably Refused to Aid 
L. E. Knight. Who Died 

Urges Inquiry Into Allan 
Crawford Arctic Expedition 
Disasier 

New York, Feb. 12 (Canadian 
Press)—Ada Blackjack, Keklmn 
woman and sole survivor of th# HI# 
fated Arctic expedition led by Allan 
Crawford, the Canadian explorer, 
probably Staved herself and refused 
to aid Lome R. Knight. B member 
of the party, a ccording to an Inter- . 
view with Harold Notes published 
in The New York World tci-dayq 
Nolci led the rescue party that 
reached Wrangel Island only fo find 
Knight dead and Allan Crawford, 
Milton Gallo and Frederick Mauer 
missing Ada Blackjack was rescued. 
Early stories paid tribute to th* 
heroism of the woman. These stories. 
Noire said, were bksed on her own 
statements and on parts of a crude 

S lary sho kept. Home entries In thl* 
lady, thought to have been unread¬ 
able. have been, deciphered bjr Note* 
and hie wife. These, the explorer 
said, revealed that Ada refused to 
aid Knight as he lay dying on the 
Island and probably saved herself 
on food that would have saved 
Knight fro m starvatlorr. 

PROPOSED MARRIAGE 
Ada was taken along with th* 
Crawford expedition as a seamstress 
and cook. The diary kept by KnfghT 
reveals that she had other plana. 
Noire snid. and proposed marriage 
to Crawford, and when he repulsed 
her she declared she had left Nome 
determined to marry one of the four 
whits men in the party. None could 
se* Mrs. Blackjack us a mate, how¬ 
ever, and eventually the diary spoke 
less and less of her. 

When Crawford. Galle and Maue# 
left on a dash for Siberia to get out¬ 
side aid. Ada woe left to look xftep 
Knight, who Was III with scurvy'. The 
three men were never heard of again, 
TRAPS NEGLECTED 
Knight's diary tells of the woman 
refusing to look after th* traps, 
which wars set near the tent and 
of her washing .her hair and. making, 
beads for herself when Knight was 
dying.

When 5 *ou toegtn to gneexe and 
y p i T T nmw run# hot 1 »om 1. y«»44 4oo * 
know whether you have influenta, 
measles, catarrhal fever, or an or¬ 
dinary cold. Each of these ailment* 
tieElns with the same symptom*. 

The particular condition I want to 
ted you about to-day besins with 9 
distinct chill or a feeling of chilli¬ 
ness. snecain* and headache. The 
head and le*« ache, sometimes feel¬ 
ing as If you had been pounded. 

This sounds like the start of a bad 
eold. doesn’t It? Well It can be con¬ 
sidered as a form of cold, but it is 
classified by the doctors ne “acute 
catarrhal fever.** Most of us call It 
•'acute coryxa." 

This disease in due to an Infec- 
licn of the lining membranes of the 
nose and throat, and sometimes of 
the voice box and bronchial tubes. 

It is in reality a germ disease, usual¬ 
ly caused by the "mlcrosoccus ca- 
tkjrrhallls. the germ of catarrh. Thar* 
are other germs which are capable 
of producing Mmilar change* In the 
tissues and the same symptoms. 

There to rm use getting scared of 
these germs, because they arc al¬ 
ways surging around. You can’t ee- 
• *ape them. They live In almost 
rvttv imM" and throat and ataoB 
guard over the tissues, waiting for R 
chance to cause trouble. 

Germs are like garden seeds. They 
require the right noil, the right C0B«, 
ditions of warmth and moisture, the 
right sort of weather.’ Unless all 
the conditions are favorable they do 
not thrive. 

In the Fall and Spring, when the 
weather is fitful and uncertain, th# 
germs of coryxa- are happy. They 
grow strong and dangerous. Then 
It is that epidemics occur and multi¬ 
tudes of the population suffer. 

Tou see such epidemics are lesser 
examples of the terrible 1818 epi¬ 
demics of influenza. But this par¬ 
ticular disease is not to be feared 
like influenza, because pneumonto 
does not Join It as it does the In¬ 
fluenza. and it is the complicating 
pneumonia which makes the latter 
no dreadful. 

The further symptoms of acute 
(orvza are like those of the common 
cold except that they are mor** pro¬ 
nounced and that fever is an Invari¬ 
able accompaniment. The disease 
runs its course la five or six dsys.

Capt. F. Doudera. New York, 
Wishes to Take Parties Into 
Ontario Game Reservations 

Greatest Enemies of Game 
Animals, He Says, Are 
Wolves 

Winnipeg. Feb. If.—With the 

hides of two big timber wolves and 
one brush wolf In his kit bog. Cap¬ 
tain Frank Doudera, big game hunter 
and sportsman, is back in Montreal 
after about a month spent in the 
woods north of ths transcontinental 
line of tho Canadian National Rail- , 
ways In Northern Ontario. In addi¬ 
tion he has seve r a l hundred feet of 
him which will bo used to educate 
United States sportsmen to the pos¬ 
sibilities of Canada as a big gam* 
country. 

Captain Doudera Is a cltigsn of 
Brooklyn, NY. Hi* business Is 
manufacturing and his hobby big 
game hunting. Each year he spends 


moose, caribou and bear and the ex- 

?>erl*neea he has had have taught 
him that the greatest enemy of the 
sporting wild life In Canada la the 
wolf, llenco, he has declared war on 
the wolveff. He ha* undertaken for 
the past two Winter* to go Into 
northern Ontario to kill wolves, a'pd j 
on each occasion he has been emin¬ 
ently successful and he hopes by his 
example to Induce many of his fel¬ 
low sportsmen In the United States 
to devote a part of their time and I 
all of their hunting skill once a year 
towards the extermination of the 
wolves. A conservative estimate of 
the deer killed by a wolf each year 
Is said by Capt. Doudera to be fifty, 
so he considers that by killing three 
wolves this year he has lengthened 
the lives of at least 190 deer.. 

If the Government will permit lt ti 
Capt. Doudera has expressed his de¬ 
sire to organise parties of sportsmen 
In the United Ftstes and take them 
Into Government’ game reee.vallone 
In Canada next Winter to hunt 
J wolvea, which he Ties been told by 
| pork rangers and trapper* play havoc 
I each Winter among the game In the 
parka. Hla plan Is to have the 
I parties taken under the guidance of 
the park rangers and to shoot 
wolvea without collecting ths bounty 
from the Government. 

SAW MANY ANIMALS

bilities In Canada. Capt. Doudera la 
most ehthuslastlc. In the district 
north of A Hen water. Ontario, from 
which he has Just returned, he re¬ 
ports having seen moose every day 
! and droves of caribou, from four to 


sixteen In a drove. 8mnll furbear¬ 
ing game Is also very plentiful anil 
he sees no reason why It should not 
continue If the wolves are kept down, 
us the feeding grounds are plentiful 
and rich. Trapper* with whom he 
talked told him that on both sides of 
the transcontinental Une of life 
Canadian National Railways in On¬ 
tario big game is very plentiful, at 
the present Ume. _
